Svet'hments aome show of reason for 
B claim, that they have better oppor- 
taaitiea fur learning of disease among 
AflMrioan cattle than are enjoyed by

ttnr nhder which the bareaa ia at ptea- 
•at organized aa will piDvide ior auch 
oSoiar National inapaotion as ahall 

fuarantee the fitness of our meat pro« 
nobs tor food oonsamption under the 
seal of the tfnited States government. " 

Authority and means are also desired 
to ensUe tae department to exercise a 
cloae auperviaipu of the economic aide 
of the oattle BMrilsts, the chut acteristioa 
of atock oummanding the highest piioea, 
variations as to ago, weight and quality 
and all facts bearing upon the cattle in« 
dustiT. which will euable the bureaa to 
supply the favman sooh infomwti^ as 
it IS imuussiUs for thsm to obtain for 
themselves. 

Sheep aud wool reoeive special con- 
sideration in the report The growth 
of the mutton interest is referred to as 
one to be encouraged. As to wool 
growing the reduction of the tariff in 
ItMX is eameatlj deplored. To it is at- 
tributed the great reduction in the 
number of sheep which has since then 
faUen off by about 7.000.000 head, 
while the importation of wool has in- 
creased from 78, m 051 pounds in 188tto 
128,487. 7il> uoundi ihe past year. "On 
behalf of tlua induatry. says the feore- 
tary, "I ooiumund thaae fison toyonand 
ahould tliey be anbmitted to eongreaa. 
I ask for them intolligsnt and oMref ol 
considenttiun. " 

Figures are submitted in the report 
showing the importance of agriculture 
which produoea an annual yield of 
nearlv 9 1.000,000.000, employing on the 
.'>,000,000 fanns 10.000.000 persons, reo- 
reseutiug a tiopulatton of 80,000,000 
people, while the value of live stock 
alone is estinutted at SS.AO^.OOO.OOO. 
Agriculture underlies all other iadus- 
tnes, it alone making our rost com- 
merce possible aud reudering the pro- 
duct of our mines valuable, assigns to 
it the first place in uuuaideriug the well 
being and prosperity of the country. 

ItMMting to agricultural depreaaion 
the report doea nut undertake the deli- 
cate duty of our legislators iu diaguoa- 
iug its causes and aualy^tiug proiMwed 

J>anao«aH,but the right of farmers to the 
uUest eujoyineut, cuiupatible with the 
rights of liis fuiluw-cittzeus is inafstsd 
upou. "For all such articles aa oar 
owa soil cuu produce the farmer justly 
osks that ui-owction which will insure 
to him all the beuetlta of oar home 
luiirket. " 

'l'he secretary clones hi.s report with 
this earnest evhortation : '"The great 
nations of luirop ■ strain every nerve to 
make sciiuice the hundniuid of war; let 
it bo the j-flory of the .Viuericau people 
to make Msiouue the handmaid of t 
culture. "

A special HnvH it was deveWipcd Fridity 
they were convicted on manufactured an<i 
perjured teatlnony t tbartbe alleged vie- 
tim was a notorious woman who now 
consorts with low colored courtes.tns to 
wliom she confessed her Rchemes, and 
they have been Terifled by oarefui 
investigation. 

There was an epidemic of oriminnl as- 
saults in Fleming at tbe time, no less than 
eight being committed in thirty davs, and 
the public mind was violently iiiflimed 
One night a mob broke into tbe jail at 
that place. They leeared bat one of the 

prieonerfl— a negro charged with rape. 
He was taken to a bridge near the town 
limits and atmng op. The Pugb brothers, 
however, were brought here for safe 
keeping and lodged in the Maysville j dl 
antil the next term of court, when their 
trial resulted as above stated. While here 
they were seen by a representative of tbe 
BuLLBTiN and proteated their innocence, 
asserting that tbe woman had accused 
them falsely. But little attention, how- 
e?er, waa paid to their protestations at the 
time. Tbe reoent develoomenta have pa^ 
a new phase on the e^se though, an^ the 

Governor will be appealed to at once to 
pardon tbem. The petition is signed by 
all the magistrates of Fleming County, 
ten of the jury who convicted, one beinij 
dead and the other removed, and tbe 
county and diatriot attorney who proe* 
ecu ted. 

Commenting on the case the Cincin- 
nati Po aeya: "Tbe men have aerved 

but a few months of their twenty years' 
sentence, and now by tlie confession of 
their accuser they are found to be inno- 
cent. Tbe application is obvious. If the 
mob bad succeeded in murdering two in- 
nocent men in the blind tury of the mo- 
ment their oonadencee must have been 
most onpleaaant oompanlona benoe- 
fortb."
